The abyss of apaoe that separates us from 
our nearest stellar neighbor ia so eoae 
mous that U>6 human mind «nn!K4 *vcu 
orm tbe elightest conception of it 
Even astronomers, who are suspected by 
some of poBaeasiug minds of more tluui 


nman capabilities, confess that this dist- 
ance cannot be adequately represented 
in terms of mikw. 


Nor is the ordinary astronomical unit, 
distance of tbe sun from the earth, 


raffleieutly large to be convenient in ex- 
pressing tbe distance of tbe stars—that 


if we attempt to denote tbe distance 


of tbe nearest fixed star by stating that 
t is "GO insny times tbe distance of the 
earth from the ran," it ia found that 
his unit is entirely too small to be used 
with convenience, though it measures 
83,000,000 miles. 


Experience baa shown that it is more 
itisfactory to take as a unit the distance 
hat light travels in a year, which is 
about 63,000 times tbe distance of the 
earth from the son. Thus, if we say a 
•articular star is at a distance of ten 
ight years we mean that it is so far 


that it will take ten years for its 


ight to reach us, supposing it to have 
just sprang into existence. 


It is curious to think that such boni- 


jaratively insignificant creatures as hn- 
nan beings?- inhabiting a fifth rate 
ilanet, revolving around a third rate 
inn, should be able to compute with any 


of accuracy the enormous dis- 


tance of any one of these stars. The 
magnitudes are «o great that tbe ordi • 
nary mind can comprehend them only 
when they are represented by some il- 
lustrative comparison. This may be 
done aa follows: 


If we select any flat surface, such aa a 


level field, and place ou it a globs 2 
Feet in diameter we may consider this 
the sun. Mercury, which is the nearest 
planet to the sun as well as the smallest 
yt all the planets, will be represented by 
a grain of mustard seed at a distance of 


feet Venns will be indicated by a 


small pea at a distance of 142 feet from 
the aforesaid globe. The earth will be 
a slightly larger pea 215 feet from the 
globe. Mara will become a rather large 
pinkead at a distance of 327 feet from 
the central body. Jupiter, the largest of 
all the planets—in fact, larger than all 
the others put together—will assume 
the respectable dimensions of a moder- 
ate sized orange nearly a quarter of a 
mile from the globe. Saturn, the beau- 
tiful ringed planet, will be represented 
by a small orange two-fifths of a mile 
from the mock sun. Uranus will be a 
full sized cherry or a email plum three- 
fourths of Jt mile from the eame object. 
Neptune, the most remote of all th« 
planets, BO far as known, will be fairJy 
indicated by a good sized plum at a dis- 
tance of 11-4 miles. 


If, however, we attempt on the same 


scale to indicate the distance of the near- 
est fixed star, we impose a heavy task 
en oar power of imagination. For such 
a star would be represented by another 
globe, about 2 feet in diameter, at a dis- 
tance of 8,000 miles—in other words, at 
the antipodes, at the other side of the 
earth, on the end of a line drawn 
through the earth's center from the globe 
representing the sun. 


In 1838 Bessel succeeded in demon- 


strating and measuring the fiarallax of 
the star known as 61 Cygiii, and then, 
by a protracted series of calculations, in 
determining the distance of this star aa 
60,000,000,000 miles. This announce- 
ment created a great sensation in the 
scientific world, and the fortunate Bessel 
was loaded with congratulations and 
medals of honor. Theu Struvepublished 
the results of his observations of tbe 
game star, in which he located it at not 
less than 40,000,000,000 miles. Curioui- 
ly enough this announcement was re- 
ceived as a confirmation of Bessel's dis- 
covery. 
A matter of 90,000,000,000 


miles was n trifle. 


However, one star is known to be 


nearer than 61 Cygni. This is tbe star 


mty, indeed, begin to despair o 
nation.

We had cast oar lot, my twiu brother 


and myself, in the roughest township of 
upper Canada.

The general principles of feeding ani- 


mals are outlined in au important bulle- 
tin of the agricultural department com- 
piled by ASfcistaut Director Allen of the 
office of experiment stations. The condi- 
tions of the market, saya the report, 
mast govern the seluctious of feeding 
stuffs for tbe stock. Experiments show 
that h«y from the leguminous crops, aa 
clover, lupines, alfalfa and covrpea con- 
tains about twice as much digestible 
protein as hay from tho grasses, and ac- 
cordingly the seeds of those plants ore 
recommended by the department as sub- 
stitutes for the expensive commercial 
seeds. 
• 
There has been considerable miscon- 


ception as to th« value of cooking or 
steaming food for stock- Erperimeuts, 
however, indicated that cooking or 
steaming coars>e or unpalatable food is 
advantageous, not on account of making 
the food more nutritious, but in induc- 
ing the animal:! to eat larger quantities. 
Boiling cotton seed is reported advan- 
tageous for steers. Soaking wheat for 
pigs is quite generally recommended and 
the report advocates soaking com for 
steers if it can bo done for C cents a 
bushel Experiments have been made to 
show that the relative productions of fat 
aud It-aa meat can bo largely influenced 
by feeding. 
Nitrogenous foods like 


shorts, middlings aud dried blood, as 
compared with cornmeal fed alone, 
tends, it is shown, to increase the pro- 
duction of lean pork to fat 


The recently prevailing low price of 


wheat has led to its use to a consider- 
able extent as a food for growing and 
fattening animals. The experience of 
the last two years has evidenced the high 
value of wheat as a fced for all kinds of 
•took Farmers iu the west have fed it 
extensively aud with practically univer- 
sal satisfaction. The department esti- 
mates that np to last November upward 
of 46,000,000 bushels of wheat had becu 
led by tho farmers of the United States,
